Squads of heavily 
armed detectives were searching 
through the western suburbs early 
today in the belief that the five men 
were being barricaded and prepared 
to battle to death against capture.

Other squads were searching the 
old haunts of Cleaver on the far south 
side and posses from Wheaton were 
touring the countryside to prevent the 
escaped criminals from doubling back 
on their tracks. | |

Mellon Gives 


No Hint as He 
Speeds West 


On Board Pennsylvania Delegation 
Special Train Enroute to Kansas City, 
Mo., June 10.—(#)—Secretary of the 
Treasury A. W. Mellon, speeding west- 
ward on a special train to the Kansas 
City convention tonight, told news- 
papermen he had not changed his pos- 
tion so far as the presidential nomi 
nation was concerned. 

Reiterating previous statements that 
the big Pennsylvania delegation should 
hold itself unpledged so as to give it 
freedom of action at the Kansas City 
caucus, the secretary, recognized as 
holding the key position in the con- 
vention, delivered noncommitta] an- 
swers to practically all questions put 
to him by reporters. 

Doesn't Know Who'll Win. 

Asked who would be nominated, 
Mellon, seated in the parlor of his 
private car with Gov. John S. Fisher 
of Pennsylvania, W. L. Mellon, state 
Republican leader, and the secretary's 
nephew, and others, smilingly said: 

“I would like to know myself.” 

Asked whom the Pennsylvania dele 
gates would vote for on the first or 
second ballot, he said: 

“ We are having our caucus at Kan- 
sas City Tuesday morning and our 
plans will be determined then.” 

He added that even if he could say 
just who would receive the first vote 
it would not be appropriate for him 
to do so. 

“TI cannot answer,” the secretary re- 
plied when asked if President Coolidge 
would accept the nomination. 


Unwilling to State Position. 

The same answer met the question- 
ers when they sought to ascertain 
what he thought of Hoover’s chances.

—Deciaring the critical and scientific 
age is reflected in their lives, but their 
diversions are so great that lack 
time for intellectual achievement, Her- 
bert McComb Moore, D. D., president 
of Lake Forest college, told 1,600 grad- 
uating seniors at the University of Im- 
nois in a baccalaureate sermon this 
afternoon that a new movement 
“could be created for the betterment 
of your age, if you would become sen- 
sible to the fact that you are bound 
in the bundle of life.” 
“Your generation is not worse than 
others, but represents a stage in de- 
velopment,“ Dr. Moore declared. 


“The public is rightly critical of 
wasted time, effort, and money by you. 
Adults look back on their wasted op- 
portunities and they also see in this 
generation possibilities which did not 
exist in their lives. Parents cast great 
hopes on their children oftentimes be- 
cause they are confident that what 
they have failed to accomplish may be 
done by their offspring. 

„Public opinion is an important fac 
tor in lifting up humanity or in bring- 
ing catastrophe to it,” Dr. Moore con- 
tinued, and you must realize that 
your opinions are of value and are far 
reaching. Tou will soon be in com- 
munities starting your tasks.
